Austin and Taft Call 
‘Upon Administration 
To Press Measure’ Hard 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—(#)— 
Senate Republicans pledged aid 
_ in the enactment of manpower 

measures today with Sen. Austin, 
Republican, Vermont, calling on 
the administration to press hard 
for national service legislation. 

Chairman Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
said it was the consensus of the 
_ GOP steering committee that the 
minority is “willing to do what- 
ever seems practical or needed to 
accomplish the result” of increas- 
ing war production. 

Austin, who Taft said had been 
designated as spokesman for the 
committee on manpower ques- 
tions, went further. *” 

The Vermonter told reporters 
who gathered at his office that it 
is up to the ‘administration to 
make an “active and earnest” ef- 
fort to get national service legisla- 
tion, something he implied it thus 
far has failed to do despite Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s repeated recom- 
mendations to congress. 
COLMER MEASURE 

Chairman Colmer, Democrat, 
Mississippi, of the House Postwar 
Committee, meantime approached 
the manpower pressure issue from 
a different point. He introduced 
in that branch a measure for in- 
duction of men whom local draft 
boards do not consider as making 
a full contribution to war output. 
Particular provision is made for 
induction of war plant strikers. | 

Under the Colmer bill these 
men could be used in any way the 
Army and Navy see fit to further 
the war effort, including assign- 
ment to war plants. They would 
have distinctive uniforms but re- 
ceive regular Army pay on the 
basis of rank. 

Sen. Austin, who joined with 
Rep. Wadsworth, Republican, New 
York, in offering, the manpower 
draft bill in the last congress said 
he will not reintroduce the meas- 
ure. But he added that he has not 
lost faith in its efficacy.

Dratt Pays Out Rope 


To Trip Balky 4-Fs 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—(#)—Selective Service has set a neat 
little rope—without ever mentioning it—to trip the 4-Fs who don't 


get themselves war jobs. 


The rope needs a little untan-Tthat tell-tale “F” 


giing to see how it works. 


SS has not told draft boards to 
induct men classified 4-F for mili- 
tary service of any kind. In a 
jong memorandum to draft boards 
over the weekend SS didn’t speak 
about 4-Fs at all. 

SS simply said that men who 
leave the war jobs for which they 
received draft deferment, without 
permission of their draft boards, 
will be inducted into the Army. 

This means all men between 18 
end 38. At the same time the 
Army has lowered its physica 
standards so the power of the 
draft board is greater than it ever 
has been. 

So hereafter there are 
two kinds of quotas: 

The regular quota, as always, 
for the physically fit men; and a 
special quota. for men who can 
meet only the lowered standards. 

And who are the essential job- 
jumpers that now are draftable? 
Three groups: . 

The physically fit men in 2-A 
and 2-B, the draft-classification 
given to men deferred because 
they're in essentia! work; the men 
in 2-A (L) and 2-B (L), the “L” 
signifying they were in better 
shape than the 4-Fs but still capa- 
ble of only limited military serv- 
ice: and the men in 2-A (F). 

And 2-B (F), the “F” signifying 
that they were physically

Japs Claim Americans 
‘Unable To Secure 
Even a Foothold’ 


By.the Associated Press. 

An American attempt to land 
a division of troops on Luzon, 
main island of the Philippines, was 
reported last night by Tokyo radio 
in a vague broadcast which said 
the GIs “are still unable to secure 
even a foothold.” 

The broadcast, lacking Allied 
confirmation, spoke in one breath 
of the Americans “attempting to 
land” and in the next boasted of 
“what awaits the anticipated land- 
ing operations.” 

Actually it did not say the 
Americans had left the transports 
which earlier Tokyo broadcasts 
had described as being in Lin- 
gayen gulf, some 120 miles north 
of Manila, along with U. S. war- 
ships bombarding the coastline. 
ENEMY CLAIMS 

The broadcast, picked up by the 
Federal Communications Commisr 
sion, said the Americans were em- 
ploying some 70 to 80 landing 
barges, and that the defenders ai- 
ready had dealt a “staggering 
blow” to forces engaged in “an 
attempted landing.”

The Batangas area 
of Luzon, about 70 miles south of 
Manila, is a possible U. S. invasion 
point.

Legislators Primed

By M. L. ST. JOHN, 
Members of the general assembly, which opened its 1945 session 
here yesterday with reelection of leaders and a call for a short 
wartime session, are awaiting with interest today an expression from 


Gov. Arnall on two vital issues: 

1. Abolition of the 'poll tax. 

2. Whether Arnall would be a 
candidate for re-election if the 
constitutional ban is lifted. 

The Governor speaks to the as- 
sembly at 12 noon. He is virtual- 
ly sure to make some observations 
on these two issues. His talk wil 
be broadcast over a_ series o 
Georgia stations. 

ARNALL’S STAND? 

Arnall, who has called for a 
southwide study of the poll tax, 
has never publicly revealed his 
stand. Senate President Frank 
Gross has asked abolition of the 
tax, and House Speaker Roy Har- 
ris has declared the poll tax is no 
longer useful for voters’ registra- 
tion purposes, Leading legislators, 
including Senator Roy McGinty, 
of Chatsworth, and Rep: Ben Fort- 
son, of Washington, have come - ut 
for stopping the tax on voting. 
Many newspapers of the state are 
waging editorial campaigns in this 
direction. However, there is still 
much sentiment among legislators 
for retaining the tax. 

The average legislator seems to 
be keeping an open mind on the 
question before hearing the Gov- 
ernor’s talk. 

On the possibility of Arnall serv- 
ing another term, the Governor 
may give a definite statement to- 
day. Advocates of lifting the con- 
stitutional ban admit that their 
strength lies in whether the i.- 
cumbent governor can be drafted. 
In constitutional commission hear- 
ings, Governor Arnall cast the de- 
ciding vote to permit a four-year 
governor to be renominated—but 
he said, “I am not now a candidate 
for re-election.” He did not defi- 
nitely eliminate the possibility of 
being drafted for a second term. 

Most of the governor’s address 
probably will call for passage of 
a “good constitution for Georgia,” 
and report on accomplishments 
since 1943. 

POLL TAX FIGHT 

Elimination of the poll tax will 
be one of the first items taken 
up by both senate and house to- 
day, President Gross and Speak- 
er Harris said last night. 

Addition of four and one-half 
millions of dollars to teachers’ sal- 
ary and retirement benefit funds 
will be speeded by both houses. 
Administration leaders will make 
the $3,348,000 teachers’ salary in- 
crease and the $1,000,000 teachers’ 
retirement benefit the No. 1 leg- 
islation in the house. Harris pre- 
dicted its adeption by Thursday. 

Measures to adopt the new con- 
stitution will be tntroduced today 
in both branches if the attorney 
general's office completes the 
drafting of the bill. / 
AUDITOR ACT 

The state auditor will be hired 
“at the pleasure of the legisla- 
ture,” under the terms of an act 
to be introduced in both senate 
and house. The auditor now serves 
a term of two years. Under the 
new bill he would serve until the 
legislature elects a successor. 

Another bill coming up today 
will lower the maximum age lim- 


it of state troopers from 45 to 40 


years and the minimum age lim- 
ite from 25 to 23 years. 


Other proposed legislation will 
permit the construction of new 
buildings in the rear of the state 
capitol, one a memorial building 
and another an -office building. 
Two bills giving the state authori- 
ties power to condemn property 
for these purposes will be intro- 
duced today in both upper and 
lower branches of the legislature. 


Senate President Asks 
40-Day Session Limit

Senate President Frank Gross, 
re-elected yesterday, has called on 
the’ 1945 general assembly of 
Georgia to limit its current session 
to 40 of the allotted 70 days in 
order to relieve crowded hotel 
and travel conditions.

Army Tosses Coal Shortage Crisis 
Of 20 Million Tons to Civilians 


(Picture on Page 8) ‘ 
Through the wisdom of the 
proverb, “Self help is the best 
help,” the problem of relieving a 
shortage of 22,000,000 tons of coal 
has been tossed into civilian hop- 
pers by the Army which is re- 
questing civilian aid in an inten- 
sive drive to save coal, 


The Army, an annual user of 
7,000,000 tons of coal, already ‘has 
reduced its essential requirements 
to 5,000,000 tons and is passing the 
remaining 20,000,000-ton problem 
to civilian America. 


To assist nonmilitary coal con- 
sumers, Maj. R. H. E. Schell, per- 
sonal representative of the chief of 
Army engineers in Washington, 
has arrived in Atlanta, to direct 
the Army’s coal conservation Ee 
gram and to advise on the civilian 
phase in the drive. 

The southeast is considered by 
the Solid Fuel Administration as 
the most critical section of the en- 
tire country in coal] consumption, 
due to a restric procurement 
area. Coal burned in the south- 
east is produced in Kentucky-Ala- 
barha fields. 


but due to the manpower shortage, 
many have turned to coal. 

With the slogan, “Stoke It—Don’ 
Choke It” the Army drive to re- 
duce its own requirements in coal 
by approximately 12 per cent, has 
adopted six thumb rules which 
can be dpplied to civilian homes 

The rules are: Maintenance of 
a 72-degree heat, banking of fires 
at night, lighting no fires unless 
the temperature is below 65 de- 
grees outside, turn off cooking 
ranges and lights when not in use, 
minimum use of hot water, and 
proper firing methods. 

According to Army estimates 
heating of buildings consume 36 
per cent of all wastage; lights and 
power consume 22 cent; heat 
ing water another 2 } ex cent, and 
cooking 25 per cent.

OPA Raises 
Ceilings on 
Cotton Tasks 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—(P)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
titon today liberalized its ceilings 
for the reweighing and resam- 
pling of cotton by cotton ware- 
houses in an action expected to 
increase revenue of warehouse- 
men about $240,000 a year. 

Dollars-and-cents ceilings were 
specified, which may be used in- 
stead of the March, 1942, ceilings. 
If the March, 1942, price was high- 
er, it may be used. 

OPA said the increase would be 
absorbed by owners of the cotton 
and would not be passed on to the 
public in the form of higher tex- 
tile or clothing prices. Increased 
labor costs prompted the change, 
which .is effective upon both pri- 
vately-owned and. government- 
owned cotton. The new ceilings 
replace specific ceilings in effect 
since October on government- 
owned cotton only. 

The new ceilings, per bale of 
cotton, for reweighing or resam- 
pling at the time of unloading, 
shipment or compression, are 10 
cents basic and 12 cents including 
permitted surcharge; for reweigh- 
ing or resampling at other times, 
20 cents and 23 cents, respectively. 

For both reweighing and resam- 
pling, except at the time of un- 
loading, shipmen: or compression, 
the ceilings are 30 cents and 35 
cents; for drawing an extra or 
double sample at any time of sam- 
pling, 10 cents and 12 cents. 


Chicken ‘Freeze 


Order Signed 
By Washington 


An order restricting transpor- 
tation of live chickens in the 
seven-county ultry production 
area around Gainesville without 
a written permit from the War 
Food Administration has been 
signed in Washington and is now 
in effect. The order was signed in 
conjunction with a recent WFA 
“freeze” on chickens for Army 
use. 

The action was taken by exten- 
sion of a Dec. il order invoked 
in the Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia chicken area. In Georgia 
the counties of Cherokee, Dawson, 
Forsyth, Lumpkin, Hall, White 
and Habersham are affected. 

Truckers, shippers and _ con- 
signees were notified by the Of- 
fice of Defense Transportation 
that copies of letters of authority 
issued by the WFA must be car- 
ried in all vehicles transporting 
live chickens within,the seven 
counties. 

The order does not apply to lo- 
cal producers when transporting 
live chickens within, but not from 
the area. Other types of poultry 
are not included in the order.

Trade Blows 


In Cold and 
Outgain Hun 


By LEWIS HAWKINS 


WITH THE U. S. THIRD 
ARMY, Jan. 8.—(#)—A blizzard 
whipped up snowdrifts four and 
five feet deep today, but war went 
on with a fury as cold as the 
weather. 

The Sixth armored division had 
lost about a thousand yards of 
ground yesterday, three miles east 
of Bastogne near Margaret, so it 
went back and recaptured it to- 
day. 

West of Bastogne Gen. Patton’s 
tough young men waded through 
eight tc 10 inches of snow, cap- 
tured Flamierge, :.d cut for the 
second time the enemy’s good 
lateral highway from St. Hubert. 

The enemy also was offensive- 
minded. He came out into this 
weather which never was meant 
for fighting and attacked both 
east and west of Bastogne. 

But he could not mush through 
the snow with the skill of the 
doughboy. He never gained an 
inch of ground and when he re- 
tired he left the bulk of his ar- 
mor smouldering and wrecked in 
the snowfields. 

The Germans eas! of Bastogne 
in northern Luxembourg came at 
the 80th Infantry Division’s line 
east of Dahl with 20 armored as- 
sault guns and two battalions of 
infantry. 

It took the 80th’s 319th. regi- 
ment exactly 35 minutes to send 
the Germans limping off with 14 
of the guns smashed. 

West of Bastogne, a mixed Ger- 
man foree of 20 assault guns and 
tanks filtrated across the snow- 
fields near Flamierge without the 
customary infantry slogging along 
behind. 

It was greeted by a searing 
blast from artillery, tank destroy- 
er guns and infantry weapons. 
Several pieces of enemy armor 
were knocked out and the attack- 
ers melted back into the storm 
without reaching the infantry line. 


City Preparing 
War on Rats 


The city is preparing to open 
a new home-front war—the ex- 
termination of rats to curb the 
spread of typhus fever. 

John T. Marler, chairman of 
city council’s health and sanitation 
committee, has called a_ special 
meeting of the group for 3 p. m. 
tomorrow to consider an ordinance 
requiring the ratproofing of all 
business buildings in which food 
is stored or served. 

Congestion, due to wartime con- 
ditions has caused an upsurge in 
the number of typhus victims, the 
number of cases rising steadily 
from 1940 when 25 were stricken, 
through 1944, when there were 55. 
There were no deaths from the 
disease in 1940 and 1941, but in 
1943 there were four deaths, and 
last year two were attributed to 
typhus. 

White persons appear more sus- 
ceptible to typhus than Negroes, 
with more than twice as many 
white cases. There have been 
425 cases of typhus and 12 deaths 
in Atlanta from 1935 through 1944.

Codify Drilling

The immediate creation of an 
oil and gas commission to work 
with the State Mines and Geology 
Department in defining legal reg- 
ulations to cover the possible pro- 
duction of oi] and gas in Georgia 
will be called for in a bill to be 
introduced in the house by the 
Ware county delegation: 

Reps. Wayne Hinson and Jack 
Williams, of Waycross, sponsors of 
the bill, said it would be presented 
within the next few weeks. 

Purposes of the proposed com- 
mission, according to the sponsors, 
would be to assist the mines de- 
partment in facilitating oil and 
gas operations should either or 
both the minerals be discovered 
in the state, 

This best could be done, they 
believe, by having legal regula- 
tions in readiness for Georgia's ad- 
vent into the realm of oil-produc- 
ing states. Probing for oil already 
is underway in certain Georgia 
areas. 

Work and administration of the 
commission. would be financed 
through the levy of a one mill tax 
on each barrel of oil produced in 
the state. 

The 
members of the commission be ap- 
pointed by the governor, with the 
director to receive a salary of $5,- 
000 per year.

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Some Legislative Resolutions . 


At noon today Gov. Ellis Arnall will 


make his biennial report to the general ~ 


assembly on the state of the state. 


Not only the Governor but every Geor- 
gian has.reason to be proud of the prog- 
ress which the state’s brilliant young chief 
executive is ‘able to report after two years 
at the helm. 


Democracy, as he promised, has been 
restored. The state’s reputation has been 
redeemed in the eyes of the nation. And 
we are well on the way toward being en- 
tirely out of debt for the first time in 
history. 


Two years ago the legislature, with un- 
precedented unanimity, moved to give 
the Governor legislation necessary for the 
_ carrying out of his program to take the 

schools out of politics and effectuate long- 
needed reforms in many phases of the 
state’s business. 


Two years ago the legislature author- 
ized the Guvernor to name a 23-member 
commission to redraft the state’s outmoded 
constitution afid it will be the considera- 
tion of that commission’s proposals which 
will be the number one job of this as- 
sembly. 


The new constitution, however, is not 
the sole order of business on the current 
assembly’s agenda. 


Legislators in both houses have an- 
nounced that they will introduce measures 
calling for the abolition of the poll tax as 
a prerequisite for voting. It is an impor- 
tant issue and opponents of the tax are 
daily gaining converts. Certainly the fact 
that former Gov. Eugene Talmadge has 
declared editarially against the levy is 
proof enough that the move to eliminate 
the poll tax is both nonpartisan and ad- 
vanced. We have always held that the poll 
tax is a matter to. be determined by the 
state and undeniably such a move in the 
Georgia legislature will have the effect of 
removing the issue from the national con- 
gress where it does not belong. 


This is the legislature, moreover, which 
must provide legal means whereunder the 
state’s envisioned program of postwar ex- 
pansion can become an actuality. There 
are veterans’ service bills to be considered 
and special programs for speedy reconver- 
sion to be set up. 


Georgia has made progress, much prog- 
ress, in the past two years. 


Georgia can make, must make, con- 


tinued progress in the years just ahead. 


It is up to the present legislature to 
resolve, here and now, that it shall con- 
tribute in any way possible to that con- 
tinued growth and prosperity. 


Cancel Conventions---Aind Bow! Games, Too 


There will be general public gratifica- 
tion over the government’s February 1 
ban on all national conventions as the next 
move in tightening up the war effort. 


Jimmy Byrnes’ directive will most cer- 
tainly have the effect of easing, to some 
extent at any rate, the war-swollen burden 
of the country’s transportation facilities. 
And the suspension of such conventions— 


with a few possible exceptions—will prove 
no great loss to the common good. 


We hope, while they’re about it, that the 
government will-also move simultaneously 
to suspend for the duration all “bowl” 
games and other spectacular attractions 
which, despite regulations that tickets may 
be sold to local persons only, have been 
putting a strain on public transportation 
systems. 


Seven Billion To Make It Emphatic! 


The Sixth War Loan drive not only met 
the national quota of 14 billions, but added 
another ‘seven ‘billion for good measure, 
bringing the total bond sales for the two- 
month period to $21,621,000,000. This set a 
new world record for public financing, ex- 
ceeding the Fifth Loan total by a billion 
dollars. . 


Georgia, despite a late start, exceeded 
its 130-million-dollar quota by more than 
24 per cent, final tabulations revealed yes- 
terday. And the $41,095,400 worth of E 
bonds which Georgians bought during the 
campaign was well over the state’s 34- 
million-dollar quota for that category. 


Fulton and DeKalb counties, which 
comprise the sixteenth district, bought 
$10,104,546 worth of E bonds, or 111.5 per 
cent of the district’s quota, and total sales 
reached $61,962,531, 107.4 per cent of the 
assigned goal. 

The Sixth War Loan, in short, was an 
overall success on the national, state and 
local fronts. 


During 1944 the nation oversubscribed 
three such bond drives, the first time that 
three such campaigns have been held in 
one year. It is a record of which the home 
battle front can well be proud. 


There will be other bond drives. If the 
war continues through 1945, as now ap- 
pears probable, it is likely that 1945 will 
witress its three campaigns. New records 
will probably be set. 


The staggering totals of bonds sold in 
1944, however, proves that this country 
possesses overwhelming power on the 
financial side of war. It also proves that, 
if we will, we are well able to keep our 
economic house in order, preventing undue 
inflation and setting aside a reserve for 
the postwar years which will provide 
strong bulwark against depression and un- 
employment. 


Any country that can finance, by pub- 
lic loan, a war at the rate of ten billion 
dollars a month, need not fear the finan- 
cial future.

‘~--and the Sound 


Of a Voice That Is Still’ 


Every now and then, when I am around where 

a radio is turned on, I find myself unconsciously 

listening for the sound of a hoarse, vibrant voice 

L. Willkie, patiently, awkwardly, honestly stat- 
ing his beliefs and arguing for them. 


I doubt if ever in American public life has there been a man 
who grew so much in so short a time. He was a compelling figure 
when he ran for president on the Rep@blican ticket. But it was 
in the next four years he really grew and developed. 


In that campaign he got about and saw the people. 
E. Dewey did not do that. 


Thomas 
The political wkiters with him made a 


note of it, saying Dewey did not waste his energies by seeing peo- 


ple. He saw the managers and the top people in the community, 
the men who could control votes, the organization men. ° 


. Willkie saw people and talked his voice away to them. He 
popped out at every train stop, he talked in hotel lobbies, arguing, 
prophesying, debating. The people got into his mind and his heart. 


Then he took a trip around the world and he saw something 
else—that' human beings everywhere wanted, as the poet has said, 
little here below. But they did want a share in this thing called 
freedom, liberty, human dignity. ; 


Just'as the fierce fires of the American Revolution lit fires 
around the world, setting a particularly furious one in France, so 
has this war lit fires in the minds and hearts of men. 

: ‘In four years Wendell Willkie grew from a slightly 
Loneliness suspect Republican candidate for president into one 
of the commanding figures of the world. He did it by being honest. 


I recall the Sunday morning when I received by telephone the 
news of his death, I had a sudden feeling of loneliness and of fear. 
The world always is a lonelier place when a real personality is 
gone. There was the feeling of fear because so reSolute a fighter 
for justice and peace had died. One knew instinctively the fight 
would be harder because of his going. 


Wendell Willkie learned politics the hard way. He had accumu- 
lated, along the way, a tremendous knowledge of history and, more 
important, a perception of history. 


As someone has said, “To understand life one must look back- 
wards; but to live it one must go forward.” Willkie knew that. 
To him was given the rare gift of being able to apply the weights 
and measures of history to the problems of the present. 


In that remarkable book, “One World,” he said he was con- 
vinced that the United States, and the rest of the world with us, 
are in the midst of a period of revolutionary political change as 
profound historically as that period of change which occurred at 
the end of the 18th century. 


His hoarse, clumsy voice was raised to say that only if the peo- 
ple and their political leaders think through the fundamental issues 
facing us, and find and support solutions which are in accord with 
our principles, can we pull through this period of change without 


endangering the whole democratic process. 
Program During Christmas I read his “An American Program,” 
a collection of seven articles made shortly before his 
death. Superficially, they seem to be dated. That is, they were 
written befor@ the recent presidential election, two of them being 
written after the conventions. They probed the weaknesses of both 
party platformg as they related to foreign policy and racial minori- 
ties the world over. 


I said they seemed, on superficial reading, to be dated. Actually, 
they are timeless. His introduction, written Sept. 25, 1944, will be 
applicable any month as long as injustice and pettiness exist in our 
lives and our politics. 

“Believing,” he wrote, “that the influence of an aroused, in- 
formed public opinion is of incalculable value in a democracy, I 
once more urge that we demand, now, while there is still time, 
meaningful statements on these matters from those who would be 
our leaders; and that in the future we continue watchful and alert 
that our purposes may be effective. For our attitude on our racial 
minorities and on our international obligations will constitute a test 
of our sincerity at home and abroad and of our ability to bring 
about, with other nations, a world of peace and security.” 


Take his thinking on social security and see why he could 
frighten the. greedy and the soothsayers with plain words guch as 
these: 

“For a long time our society left the education of children to 
the individual parents’ ability to pay. Then it*made a decision 
which changed civilization. It decided that all children should be 
educated, regardless of their parents’ income. 

“We are now faced with a decision as logical and as necessary 
about which we must begin to think. We have left the feeding, 
clothing, shelter, and medical care of our children to be determined 
by their parents’ income alone. It hasn't worked and can never 
work, for a man whose skills may permit him to earn only the 
minimum wage may have five or six children to rear on that wage. 
No wage or income based upon the value of the economic contri- 
bution of the individual can ever be made to take into proper con- 
sideration the needs of his dependents.” 

It is no wonder that men stop and listen now and then, want- 
ing to hear his voice. He had something to say. 


City Folk Don't Count 
Trees as Cash Asset 


Now, tall and stately trees are an aesthetic 

asset to any home lot, be it large or a mere 

aces: 90 by 100 feet. There is nothing in nature more 
majestically beautiful than a good tree. 

But city folk with such trees on their home lots can count only 
the values of beauty, shade and majesty. Speaking on a cash basis, 
such trees eventually become quite heavy liabilities, instead of 
assets. So don’t include them as of any value in your tax re- 
turns and don’t pay any attention to the plausible real estate sales- 
man who tries to tell you there are hundreds of dollars of timber 
value in the trees around the house he would have you purchase, 

Despite the lumber shortage, you can’t sell a tree, no matter how 
tall and straight and large, off your lot just for the wood it contains. 
Apparently the task of felling a single tree and getting it hauled 
away is too much for any value it may have. One man who should 
know did tell me, though, there is one variety of tree which can 
be sold, provided it is tall enough, large enough and straight enough. 
That is a pine. Your gorgeous oaks and hickories and walnuts 


nobody wants, except you. 

Some friends of ours had a magnifi- 
The Cost of Removal cent hickory growing in their front 
yard. Must have been better than three feet in diameter at the 
base and some 60 or 70 feet tall. But it was too close to the house 
and the growing roots began to disturb the house, foundations. 
Cracks in the wall began to appear. So the tree had to go. 

They telephoned a firm which specializes in tree felling and 
tree care and a gentlemanly appraiser came out to make a price 
on the job. He said they would take the tree down, guaranteeing 
to do no other damage, for $75. 

No, he answered when queried on the point, they did not re- 
move the tree after they had felled it. All they did was simply bring 
it down and leave it lying there. It was up to the owner of the 
place to find ways and means to dispose of the timber. 

Pressed, the man said he did know a concern with wagons 
which would haul away such timber, charging a mere $5 a load 
for this job. He didn’t know, but probably they disposed of the 
timber by cutting it into firewood. | 

Quick calculation estimated at least ten loads in the tree. Which 
would have raised the cost of getting it out to a minimum of $125. 

My friends, being in the average class financially, did not con- 
clude that deal. They “shopped around” and found a group of 
Negroes who felled their tree for $35. And hauled away the tim- 
ber without charge, for the sake of the firewood. 

Now, even $35 seems a big price to pay for 


’ ‘ 

That s Plenty removal of a tree. You'd think there should 
be a market for such wood, wouldn’t you? You've probably con- 
sidered the trees on your place an asset. Well, brother, just wait 
until one dies and becomes a menace, a constant danger that it 
may fall across your house and do damage running to a thousand 
or two. ‘ You'll discover the difference, then, between a liability 
and an asset. 

Granted that felling a tall and heavy tree is quite a job, with 
a definite degree of personal danger, nevertheless $125 is too much 
to pay for such a job. 

There is another cost to those trees of which you are proud. 

If they are to be properly kept, protected from ravages of in- 
sect pests. and tree diseases, you’ll meed to pay for the attentions 
of a tree surgeon every few years, at least. Perhaps annually. And 
his fees are not too low. . 

You must, too,’ guard against such trees close to your home 
harboring termites which can so easily get into the wooden sup- 
port of that home and quickly ruin them entirely. 

Trees are as desirable, in the aesthetic sense, as they are de- 
scribed in the famous poem by Joyce Kilmer. I wouldn’t want to 
live in a house without a good quota of trees around it. I like to 
live in a place where I can see the birds nesting high in the 
branches and where I can see the squirrels running and jumping 
from bough to bough. I revel in the vision of swarms of fire- 
flies making glittering decoration of the early evening dusk among 
the softly soughing tree branches. 

I wouldn’t be without the living trees for a fortune. 

But I do hate to pay a fortune just for the removal of one dead 
iree. 

And the wood is no use to me—my house is heated with gas 
and we have no means to burn wood as fuel.

ABROGATE THE POLL TAX 


(Bainbridge Post Searchlight) 
For many years the poll tax has 
been a “bone of contention” be- 


tween the national congress and 
several southern states. In fact, 
the pressure in congress has been 
so intense and so consistent that 
all but seven states of the union 
have abolished the poll tax as a 
prerequisite for voting—Georgia 
is one of the seven states where 
the payment of the poll tax is still 
required. 


The proponents of the bill to ab- 
rogate the poll tax came very near 
to success in the last congress, and 
if it had not been for the facilities 
of a filibuster, the measure. would 
have passed. That there is oppo- 
sition to abolishing the poll tax in 
Georgia, none will deny, but why 
is this opposition? The rank and 
file of our people have never un- 
derstood why a poll tax was en- 
acted into law in the first place, 
and misrepresentation, political 
expediency and personal prejudice 
have taken the place of good sound 
reasoning. The advocates of the 
poll tax give the impression that 
on account of the poll tax the 
Negro is prevented from voting— 
that is not true—the poll tax has 
never prevented a Negro from vot- 
ing in Georgia or in any other state 
requiring the payment of such a 
tax—but the poll tax has prevent- 
ed thousands of our white people 
in Georgia from exercising the 
franchise. North Carolina and 
Florida do not require a poll tax, 
and the good people of those states 
are enjoying everything we Geor- 
gians are privileged to have, plus 
a much better reputation. 


The revenue derived from the 
poll tax and allocated to the schoo] 
fund under the law is negligible 
and its collection is a-nuisance, In 
addition, the national congress wfll 
abrogate the payment of a poll tax 
one of these days, and since this 
is our own problem, we should 
take immediate action and correct 
the evil ourselves, “rather than 
have federal legislation rammed 
}down our throats. The Carpetbag- 
ger days are over in Georgia, and 
the fellow who clouds a progres- 
sive issue by bringing out the race 
question and yelling, “Negro, Ne- 
gro” is living in the past and is 
courting political oblivion. The 
race question is also one of Geor- 
gia’s problems and we hope will 
be settled by the people of Geor- 
gia in the near future. Until it is 
settled we are willing to rely on 
the judgment of our intelligent 
people for the solution.

Hitler 
! s oe 
Still Alive? 
WASHINGTON.—While everyone is not in 
i 4 agreement on the score, most of the experts who 
nigeria listened to the voice that came over the German 


radio a few minutes after the new year was ushered in are con- 
vinced that the speaker was Hitler. 


The weight of opinion among those competent to speak is that 
it was really Hitler who was heard. 

Typical of the lot is the statement made by Pierre J. Huss, of 
the International News Service, for many years a Berlin corre- 
spondent, who said: “The voice was the familiar throaty rumble 
of Hitler, a rich mixture of upper Bavaria and Austrian accents.” 


On the other hand, such authorities as Louis Lochner, former 
head of the Associated Press bureau in Berlin, has quoted German 
and Austrian refugees in England as expressing real doubts as 
to whether it was Hitler who had spoken. 

One point these refugees stressed, according to Lochner, was 
the fact that “there was not that curious blending of Austrian and 
Hanoverian dialects which were so characteristic of (Hitler's) earlier 
speeches. This time the dialect was Bavarian.”

Thus the debate which has been going on for some months as 
to whether Hitler is still alive and, if so, whether he is in full 
possession of his senses, is still with us. It does not seem to have 
been settled by the broadcast which came over the air from Ger- 
many a few days ago. 

Zest has been added to the controversy by revelations made 
by technical experts of some of our large broadcasting companies. 
The public is not altogether aware of the fact, for example, that 
it is possible to manufacture a synthetic speech made in a given 
person’s voice simply by using old recordings of speeches the person 
has made in the past. 

Transcriptions of the old speeches are played, individual parts 
separated and synchronized, then pieced together on tape in a way 
that permits the recording of the synthetic speech. With a few fill- 
ins here and there, the experts say it can be made to sound like 


the real thing. 

; Some think the alleged Hitler speech we heard 
Synthetic? from Berlin at New Year’s may have been a 
synthetic product of this kind. For one thing, British listeners 
thought they detected a heavy breathing at certain intervals of 
the speech which indicated that the speaker might be suffering 
from asthma. Hitler is not known to have been a victim of that 
malady. : 

Another bit of evidence stressed by the doubters is the fact that 
in no part of the speech was there any reference to the surprise 
offensive launched successfully by Marshal von Rundstdet against 
our forces on the Belgium frontier. 

It is difficult to explain how Hitler could have ignored a matter 
of that kind in an address to the German people.

Br’ whether Hitler is living or dead, or if living whether he 
is in .ne complete possession of his mental faculties, the speech 
of the other day indicates at least one thing: he has become a 


changed man from what he was a few years ago. 


Gone is the all blustering bravado and arrogance which char- 
acterized his public pronouncements when he was riding the wave 
of fortune. The latest speech we heard sounded like it came from 
a man whose fire has been chilled by defeat and adversity. There 
was about it the death rattle of the dying. The voice had lost its 
capacity for creating alarm among us. 

Until more convincing proof is offered, we must assume that 
he still lives, however, and that is to be hoped because we have 
some important matters to take up with him once the final victory 
is achieved and he falls into our hands.

NEW YORK.—James Byrnes, 
the man who wrote the supreme 
court opinion imputing to congress 
an intention to legalize high-jack- 
ing by union racketeers, recently 
remarked that he now thought con- 
gress should draft a law that would 
treat the PBetrillos and the Averys 
alike. He referred to the contrast 
between the calm and successful 
defiance of the War Labor Board 
by Jimmy Petrillo, the president 
of the musicians’ union, and the 
seizure for the second time of the 
properties of Montgomery Ward, 
whose chairman, Sewell Avery, 
Biso defied the board. 

Both orders lacked the force of 
law but Petrillo’s offense, although 
legal, was predatory whereas 


Avery merely refused to interfere 
with the rights of Ward employes 
and to perform, at the expense of 
his stockholders, the services of 
a bill collector for a union of the 
CIO, Petrillo was demanding a 
sales tax on millions of musical 
records payable to the national 
treasury of his union by the manu- 
facturers and subject to no ac- 
counting. He had said that he in- 
tended to amass a treasury of 
$100,600,000. He not only defied 
the board but rejected a humble 
request from President Roosevelt 
to waive his demand or modify it. 
He finally got his sales tax. 


In discussing the two cases re- 
cently Dr. Frank Graham, a radi- 
cal New Dealer who is ostensibly 
a “public” or impartial member of 
the board, said all cases were de- 
cided on their respective merits 
and not by rule. This means that 
no defendant before the board can 
know what his rights are. Dr. 
Graham said Ward’s offense was 
more serious than Petriflo’s be- 
cause it offered a greater detri- 
ment to the war program. 


To make Ward’s @fiance look 
more serious, rioters of the fa- 
miliar ClO-New Deal_type turned 
out and vandalized a° Ward retail 
store in Detroit and the national 
government said, in all seriousness, 
that if other CIO members, in no 
way connected with Ward’s, should 
quit their war jobs in a mass to 
picket or riot the fault again 
would be Ward’s. This reasoning, 
reminiscent of situations in which 
Hitler blamed small nations for 
bloodshed because they resisted 
him, has directed labor or union 
relations throughout the Roosevelt 
regime, 

It simply did not occur to Mr. 
Roosevelt or the War Labos Board 
that the heads of: such unions 
should be blamed for violation of 
their contracts with war manufac- 
turing plants if the workers should 
quit their places to picket and 
riot at Ward's. There was no

Continues Account of the siege of Bastogne 


Editor’s Note: This is the fourth 

of a series written by the only 
newspaperman trapped in Bas- 
togne during the critical days in 
which the garrison held out and 
checked the German surge into 
Belgium, 


BASTOGNE. — By Wireless) — 
During the early days of the siege | 
of Bastogne, stragglers from out- 
fits cut up in the German drive 
came to the city defended by the 


10lst airborne division and took 
new courage from the mighty ef- 
forts of the greatly outnumbered 
defenders. Many went out and 
fought again, stood guard or per- 
formed other tasks. 

Pvt. Floyd B. Zimmer, 23, of 
Buffalo, is an example. I found 
him working on jeeps at division 
headquarters. 

“Our ordnance supply company 
was bivouacked along a road 
Thursday night, December 19,” he 
said. “The Jerries came along an- 
other road at right angles in 
American vehicles, There was a 
medical-aid station at the road 
junction and we could see the 
Germans attack it. 


“We started to move our trucks, 
heading .:way from Bastogne. It 
was dark. The truck near the 
head of the column was wrecked 
and blocked the road. We untan- 
gled it and moved on up the road 
to set up hasty defenses.” 

The Germans began shelling 
and Pvt. Zimmer, Lt. George Aus- 
tin, of New Preston, Conn., and 
Pfc. Adrian Dezuarte, of Plym- 
outh, Wis—all of whom reached 
Bastogne — left and_ separated. 
They were never able to return 
to the trucks .and didn’t know 
what became of others of the com- 
pany, 

Germans were steadily building 
up forces around Bastogne, having 
discovered they were not going 
to overrun the city without a 
fierce battle. I think even the air- 
borne wasn't very optimistic of 
our chances, but they were ready 
to die fighting. : 

I knew this; but somehow I had 
faith they would win, so when 
Saturday brought clear weather 
my spirits were definitely on the 
upgrade, for we could look for air 
support.

Tankmen were reorganized after 
the 10lst division reached Bas- 
togne and stalked German armor 
day and night, calling themselves 
“task force snafu.” 


Col, Paul A, Danahy, of Buf- 
falo, assured me the Germans 
were “strictly hurting,” but I 
think he marveled we still were 
there. He kept. me advised of 
the progress of our armor from 
outside but I knew it would be 
days before the siege would be 
relieved. 


Sunday was a beautiful day and 
we were resupplied again by air, 
but the food was none to adequate. 


Several times we had hot cakes 
for breakfast. Usually there were 
two meals a day. We arrived just 
too late for the Christmas shop- 
ping. I spent some time arrang- 


ing quarters for myself in a build- 
ing where four men had died in 
Thursday evening’s shelling and 
where my bed had been until that 
violent blast. My blankets were 


gone, having’soaked up the blood 
of one of the liaison officers killed 
in his bed. In the interim, I had 
slept where I might in a she!l- 
ter underground. Parachutes, by 
which supplies were dropped. 
were put to use as blankets, for 
it was bitterly cold by now. In 
the hospital and quarters of the 
men we: used such stoves as we 
could find. 


There were many little inci- 
dents of kindness among us. One 
of the liaison officers, Lt. Alex 
Bocuck, of New York, of Russian 
extraction, tried to shake my de- 
termination, I think, not to arm 
myself as a last resort, but said 
he understood. 


Ours seemed an odd company. 
There was Pvt. Chuck Wong, of 
Visalia, Cal., always busy in the 
kitchen or sweeping up piles o* 
plaster knocked down by shells 
and bombs in buildings housing 
the division command post.

Supreme Court Invalidates 
Texas Labor Organizer Law 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—(UP)—The supreme court today invalt- 
dated a Texas law restricting activities of labor organizers in re- 
versing a contempt of court conviction of R. J Thomas, president of 


the CIO United Automobile Workers of America. 


In a 5-4 decision delivered by 
Justice Wiley B. Rutledge, the 
court declared unconstitutional a 
Texas statute requiring labor or- 
ganizers to register before solicit- 
ing union members. Rutledge held 
that the law, as applied to Thomas, 
infringed or the rights of free 
speech and free assembly. 


Thomas, a labor member of the) 
War Labor Board, had appealed 
from a Texas supreme court de- 
cision affirming a three-day prison 
sentence and $100 fine imposed 
after he addressed a labor’ rally 
at the Humble Oil Company, Pelly, 
Texas, without an organizer's per: 
mit. 

In another 5-4 decision, the 
court ruled that Western Union 
Telegraph Company may use mes- 
sengers under 16 in celivering in- 
terstate telegrams. --It upset an in- 
junction restraining the company 
from sending interstate messages 
for 30 days from offices using mes- 
sengers under 16. 


The tribunal upheld the com- 
pany’s contention that it is ex- 
empt from child labor laws affect- 
ing common carriers. The firm 
also complained that age restric- 
tions would impede its part in war 
communications because of labor 
shortages and the attraction of 
high-paying jobs for older youths. 

In the Thomas case, Rutledge 
affirmed Texas’ right to regulate 
labor unions, but only insofar as 
its regulation does not trespass on 
the first constitutional amend- 
ment. 

“The right either of workmen 
or of unions to assemble and dis- 
cuss their own affairs is as fully

protected by the constitution as: 


the right of businessmen, farmers, 
educators, political party members 
or others to assemble and discuss 
their affairs and to enlist the sup 
port of others,” he said. 


“If one who solicits’support for 
the cause of labor may be required 
to register as a condition to the 
exercise of right to make a public 
speech, so may he who seeks to 
rally supporg for any social, busi- 
ness, religious or political cause:” 


Roberts, dissenting, said that “if 
anyone, pursues solicitation as a 
business for profit, his calling does 
not bar the state from requiring 
him to identify himself as what 
he isa paid solicitor.”

CASE E-256: Dr. Harry G., aged 
30, is a trained psychologist in the 
field of vocational guidance.

“For example, he spoke in tones 
that would be all right in a small 
business office, but they were 
hardly audible beyond the third 
or fourth row.
